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Introduction 


About 150 different departments, agencies, commissions, 
boards, councils, Crown corporations, and other organizations 
make up the Federal Government of Canada. Together, their pro- 
grams and services concern all Canadians either directly or 
indirectly. 

This brochure is one of a series published by Information 
Canada to let you know about those programs and services of 
which you may not be aware, but which nevertheless could be of 
particular benefit to you. Just as the federal government exists to 
provide services to Canadians, Information Canada exists to tell 
you about them. 

While nearly all of the programs described are offered by 
the federal government, certain services administered by the 
provinces have been included. In each case the source of infor- 
mation Is given. 

And while the majority of these same programs are aimed at 
the individual, a few are aimed at small groups. (A separate pub- 
lication, A Directory of Federal funding sources available to Citi- 
zens’ Organizations, \ists all available federal grants to groups 
and associations.) 

For information on any federal program, service or publica- 
tion, contact one of the Information Canada centres listed in the 
“Sources of Information” section. 

Edited from existing material, each brochure in the series 
deals with a different category of services, such as youth, immi- 
gration, citizenship, health and social services and senior citi- 
zens. To find specific information on the service in which you are 
interested, simply consult the table of contents at the beginning 
ot the brochure. {In other words, if you are faced with a given 
problem, the series is a practical guide to federal assistance or 
information. 

It is not a duplication of material available through other 
government information sources, but is a new compilation of 


programs and services under headings that correspond to needs 
or activities, rather than department or government organization. 
For example, the brochure entitled Federa/ Services Youth de- 
scribes services offered by the Department of Finance, the Secre- 
tary of State, the National Research Council and the Department 
of Manpower and Immigration. 

Subsequent editions of this series will detail possible 
changes and additions to existing programs and services.

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Farming 


The Canada Department of Agriculture, also known as Agricul- 
ture Canada, is responsible for most federal services to farmers 
and people working in related occupations. But a number of 
other federal bodies also administer programs in this area. They 
are: Canadian Dairy Commission; Canadian Livestock Feed 
Board; Canadian Wheat Board; Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation; the Departments of Finance, Industry, Trade and 
Commerce, Regional Economic Expansion and Veterans Affairs: 
Statistics Canada; Farm Credit Corporation; Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank; National Harbours Board; Public Service Commis- 
sion and Unemployment Insurance Commission. 

The federal government shares the administration of certain 
agriculture programs with the provinces, and the provinces run a 
number of their own programs, for example, in the area of farm 
credit and farm management. For more information on provin- 
cial agricultural services, contact your provincial department of 
agriculture. 

Of the many federal services in the field of agriculture, par- 

ticular attention is paid to quality control (grading and inspec- 
tion) of all farm produce—grain, fruit, vegetables, dairy products, 
poultry, eggs—and all farm animals, whether meant for con- 
sumption or not. 
(Note—After some of the following program descriptions, the 
name of the responsible department or agency which can pro- 
vide further information is given in brackets. For addresses see 
list at end of section. CDA is the abbreviation of Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Assistance and Price Stabilization Programs 


Cash advances on farm-stored grain 

Under the Prairie Grain Advance Payments Act, western produc- 
ers can get interest-free cash advances for wheat, oats and bar- 
ley stored on their farms. Advances can also be made in special 
cases, for example, where grain remains unharvested over the 
winter. The advances, which are subject to quota acres restric- 
tions, are repaid by deductions from payment for subsequent de- 
liveries of grain. (Canadian Wheat Board) 


Agricultural Stabilization Act 

The aim of this act is to stabilize the prices of agricultural prod- 
ucts and thus help farmers get a fair return for their labour and 
money and maintain a fair balance between the prices farmers 
receive for their products and the cost of goods and services 
they purchase. 

The act provides for government price support of nine basic 
commodities: cattle, hogs, sheep, butter, cheese, eggs; and 
wheat, oats and barley produced outside the Canadian Wheat 
Board territory of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, and certain 
areas in British Columbia and Ontario. The subsidization rate, set 
for the duration of a market season, is at least 80 per cent of the 
commodity’s previous 10-year average market price. The gov- 
ernment can add other products to this list of support 
commodities. 

The Agricultural Stabilization Board, which administers the 
act, can use one or more of the following methods to stabilize 
commodity prices: offers to purchase; deficiency payments or 
payments for the benefit of producers. For certain commodities, 
the board may set a minimum and maximum volume for which 
each producer is entitled to the support price. (CDA, Agricultural 
Stabilization Board.) 


Dairy support program 

The Canadian Dairy Commission is responsible for the federal 
support program for industrial milk and cream and manufac- 
tured dairy products. These are four key areas to the program— 
purchase of dairy products for export or resale, producer levies, 
market sharing quotas and direct subsidy payments to 
producers. 

The commission’s purchase program for creamery butter, 
skim milk powder and cheddar cheese is a major factor in estab- 
lishing a basic market value for industrial milk and cream. Costs 
incurred by the commission in assisting export sales are de- 
frayed by a levy deducted from the market returns to producers 
from shipments made under market sharing quotas. 

These quotas, which have been allotted to producers, are 
designed to balance domestic production and market require- 
ments. Market returns to producers of industrial milk and cream 
are supplemented by the commission through a subsidy that is 
paid directly to them. (Canadian Dairy Commission) 


Grants for feed grain 


The federal government helps meet the cost of transporting feed 
grain for livestock and poultry from the Prairie provinces to east- 
ern Canada and British Columbia and the cost of transporting 
wheat from Ontario to Quebec, and wheat and corn from Ontario 
to the Atlantic provinces. (Canadian Livestock Feed Board) 


Lending Programs 


Farm improvement loans 

This program makes it easier for farmers to get term loans to buy 

additional farm land, to buy agricultural implements and equip- 

ment, or carry out a wide range of farm improvement projects. 

The Farm Improvement Loans Act authorizes the Minister of Fi- 

nance to guarantee loans granted to farmers by chartered banks 

and other designated lenders. 

Who may borrow: Only a farmer may borrow. It is not always 

necessary to own a farm to be eligible for a loan. In many cases, 

a farmer may apply if he is simply a tenant. The applicant must, 

however, have a farm and his principal occupation must be the 

operation of that farm. 

Where to get a loan: Under the provisions of the Farm Im- 

provement Act any chartered bank, Province of Alberta Treasury 

Branch, credit union, caisse populaire or other cooperative credit 

society, trust company, loan company or insurance company 

designated by the Minister of Finance can grant a loan. 

Purpose: Loans may be made for any of the following purposes: 

— Purchase of agricultural implements including beekeeping 
equipment; 

— Purchase of livestock including beestock, but excluding live- 
stock of the kind currently known as ‘‘short-term feeder 
steers’’; 

— Purchase or installation of agricultural equipment or a farm 
electric system; 

— Construction, renovation, improvement, modernization, al- 
teration, repair or extension of any building or structure on a 
farm; 

— Purchase of land which would be an addition to an existing 
farming enterprise; 

— Major repair or major overhaul of agricultural implements or 
equipment including equipment for beekeeping; 

— Other projects for farm improvement and development in- 
cluding any alteration or improvement of a farm electric sys- 
tem, works for drainage, erection or construction of fencing 
or any work for the improvement or development of the 
farm. 
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Terms and Conditions of Loan: The detailed terms and condi- 
tions of the loan are arranged between the applicant and the 
lender. In all cases, however, the following basic conditions must 
be met: 

— The maximum loan or amount which a borrower may have 
outstanding under the program at any one time for all eli- 
gible loan purposes is $50,000; 

— The farmer must provide a reasonable portion of the pur- 
chase or project cost from personal resources; 

— The maximum period of repayment depends on the purpose 
of the loan, t.e.: 

— Three years for trucks and station wagons; 
— Ten years for all other loan purposes except land pur- 
chase which remains at 15 years. 

Security: All farm improvement loans must be secured, usually 

through a preferential charge on the item purchased or a mort- 

gage on the farm property. The farmer must also sign a promis- 
sory note. 

Restrictions: Loans to refinance existing debts or supply work- 

ing capital are not permitted. 

Application for a loan: A farmer seeking assistance should first 

discuss any financial requirements with the manager of a lend- 

ing agency. Further information is also available from:

Farm mortgage loans 

The Farm Credit Corporation offers long-term mortgage loans to 
help farmers buy equipment, modernize buildings, etc. (Farm 
Credit Corporation). 

Eligibility: Only Canadian citizens or immigrants intending to 
take up permanent residence in Canada are eligible. The min- 
imum age at which a farmer can get a loan varies according to 
the age set by each province's mortgage regulations. 

Ceiling: The maximum is $100,000, whether the farm is run by 
one farmer or under joint ownership. The amount of the loan de- 
pends on the size of the farm and the owner's ability to repay. 
Where: The Farm Credit Corporation has 118 branches and re- 
gional offices across the country where farmers can consult 
credit advisors both before and after their loans have been 
granted. 
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Loans to veterans 


(See also brochure Federal Services Health and Social 
Security) 
A full-time farmer who is a veteran, on an economic farm unit, 
may receive a loan of up to $40,000. He pays an interest rate of 
3% per cent on the first $6,000 and whatever rate is in force at 
the time the loan is approved, on the balance. 

Loans are repayable over various periods of up to 30 years. 

Veterans must make a minimum down payment of 10 per 
cent towards the expenditure of the first $6,000 and contribute 
in cash or equity sufficient so that the loan does not exceed 75 
per cent of the value of the farm and its stock and equipment. 
Part-time farmers may obtain a loan of up to $16,000 with a 
minimum area of 0.4 of an acre. Veterans wishing to purchase 
small farms may borrow up to $18,000. 

In each case, the borrower must make an initial deposit of 
10 per cent of the first $6,000 and contribute an amount equal! 
to 20 per cent of the remaining $10,000. Interest rates and the 
maximum repayment period are the same as those for loans to 
full-time farmers. For more information write to:

Animal Health Programs 


Compensation for animals slaughtered 

The federal government compensates herd owners when their 
animals have to be slaughtered because of disease. The compen- 
sation generally corresponds to the market value of the animals, 
but a special scale is applied to cattle and horses slaughtered un- 
der disease eradication programs for certain areas of herds. 


(CDA, Health of Animal Branch). 


Johne’s disease 

Herd owners who have incurred losses because of this disease 
can take advantage of the federal government's optional 
Johne's disease testing service. (CDA, Health of Animals Branch) 


Laboratories 
Veterinarians can have free diagnoses made by sending speci- 
mens to federal animal pathology laboratories. (CDA, Health of 
Animal Branch) 


Rabies 

Federal assistance includes investigation of reported cases, quar- 
antine and diagnostic services and free clinical vaccination for 
dogs. In provinces where there is a joint anti-rabies program, 
both the federal and the provincial governments will compen- 
sate the owners of animals which have died from the disease 
(CDA, Health of Animals Branch) 


Veterinary officers 

Federal veterinary officers are assigned to all livestock-breeding 
areas to help veterinarians, herd owners and others keep animals 
in good health. (CDA, Health of Animals Branch). 


Building Projects 


Canada Farm Building Plan Service 

Engineers in both provincial and federal agriculture departments 
cooperate to produce a variety of plans for farm building. Leaf- 
lets describing the plans, and the plans themselves, are available 
through provincial departments of agriculture. (CDA, provincial 
departments of agriculture) 


Management and Marketing 


Processing of farm data 

The Canadian Farm Management Data System (CANFARM) 
uses modern data processing techniques to record, process, 
analyze, report and store farm management data. The purpose is 


two-fold: first, to provide interested farmers with information on 
management, and secondly, to supply uniform physical and fi- 
nancial farming data for extension, research, and policy pro- 
grams. The CANFARM program also offers farmers an inter- 
pretation service and helps them compile their own data. The 
Farm Credit Corporation and the Department of Veterans Affairs 
also provide information on farm management. (CDA, 
CANFARM, Economics Branch; provincial agriculture depart- 
ments and several universities) 


Food advisory services 

Agriculture Canada not only advises consumers on the purchase 
and preparation of Canadian food products and on grading and 
inspection regulations, but also works to develop new cooking, 
preserving and serving methods. New information is publicized 
through the press, radio, television and through departmental 
publications sold at Information Canada bookstores (see list of 
addresses under ‘’Sources of Information’). 


Market reports 

The federal government publishes daily, weekly, monthly, quar- 
terly and annual reports on sales of livestock, dairy products, 
eggs and other poultry products, fruits and vegetables, and 
maple and honey products. Gathered in the main commercial 
centres of Canada, this information covers new arrivals on the 
market, movements from one provincial market to another, 
prices, standards, consignments by train and truck, and other re- 
lated statistics. (CDA, Markets Information Section) 


Information and Research 


Research 

Agriculture Canada administers an extensive research program 
which includes studies on animals, plants, soils, animal and plant 
products, animal and plant diseases, as well as studies on all as- 
pects of agricultural economics. These are carried out in 26 dif- 
ferent research stations, six institutes, one experimental farm, 
several regional offices and substations, a special grain research 
laboratory and through three research services and various spe- 
cial projects. 


Provincial information services 

Provincial departments of agriculture-are responsible for provid- 
ing farmers with information on new farming techniques, agri- 
culture legislation and the different federal-provincial programs.

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Commercial Fishing 


These are various federal government assistance programs for 
the commercial fishing industry: loans, grants, guaranteed loans 
and specialized research programs. They come under the juris- 
diction of the departments of Environment, Finance, Industry, 
Trade and Commerce and Veterans Affairs. 


Lending Programs 


Fisheries improvement loans 

This program makes it easier for fishermen to get term loans for 

a variety of fisheries improvement projects. The Fisheries Im- 

provement Loans Act authorizes the Minister of Finance to guar- 

antee term loans granted to fishermen by chartered banks and 
other designated lenders. 

Who may borrow: Only fishermen may borrow. 

Where to get a loan: A loan may be obtained at any chartered 

bank, credit union, caisse populaire or other cooperative credit 

association, trust company, loan company or insurance company 
designated by the Minister under the act. 

Purpose: A loan may be made for any of the following purposes: 

— Purchase or construction of a fishing vessel; 

— Purchase or construction of equipment such as auxiliary 
boats, engines, winches, electronic equipment, weirs, nets, 
traps and vehicles to be used in the fishing enterprise; 

— Major repair or overhaul of a fishing vessel; 

— Development or improvement of a primary fishing enter- 
prise through such things as the installation of a water sys- 
tem or the removal of a shore installation to a different site. 

Conditions: The terms and conditions of a loan are worked out 

between the applicant and the lender. In all cases, however, the 

following basic conditions must be met: 

— The maximum amount a borrower may have outstanding at 
one time is $50,000; 

— The applicant must provide a reasonable portion of the cost 
of the purchase or project from his own resources; 

— The maximum period of repayment depends on the purpose 
of the loan: 

— Three years for vehicles; 

— Ten years for all other purposes.

Security: Loans must be secured, usually through a mortgage 
on other movable or immovable assets of the fishing enterprise. 
The applicant must also sign a promissory note. 
Restrictions: Loans to refinance existing debts or supply work- 
ing capital are not permitted. 
Application for a Loan: A fisherman seeking assistance should 
first discuss his financial requirements with the managerof the 
lending agency of his choice.

Veterans wishing to engage in commercial fishing on a full-time 
basis may obtain a loan of up to $16,000 to acquire a house and 
land. This amount can include $1,200 for the purchase of fish- 
ing equipment. Two veterans can form a commercial fishing 
partnership which will provide them with a total of $2,400 for 
the purchase of equipment.

Fishing Vessel Insurance 


The Department of the Environment operates a low cost fishing 
vessel insurance plan. The premium rate is from 112 per cent to 
8 per cent and is based on appraised value and risk involved. 
Vessels insured at the 1% per cent rate and other vessels not in- 
sured for third party liability receive an indemnity payment of 70 
per cent of the insured value for total loss. Partial loss claims are 
subject to a deductible of 15 per cent of the insured value. All 
other vessels insured for third party liability receive an indemnity 
of 95 per cent of the insured value for total loss and have a 5 per 
cent deductible (maximum $4,000) in the case of partial loss.

Subsidies for the construction of fishing vessels 
Department of the Environment—The government can pay a 
percentage of the approved cost of construction of fishing ves- 
sels from 35 to 75 feet in length. The department would first de- 
termine the amount of the assistance and then make a payment 
to the vessel owners. Under certain conditions, assistance is also 
available towards the cost of converting or modifying existing 
fishing vessels. For further information, write to the address 
shown above. 

Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce—Builders of 
fishing vessels more than 75 feet long flying Canadian colours 
can get subsidies for 35 per cent of the construction cost from 
the Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce. They are not 
required to repay the subsidy unless the vessel ceases to be used 
for fishing during the five years after its completion. For further 
information, write to:
